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Petition of the merchants and traders of the city 
; of Limerick, whoſe names are thefeunto ſubſcribed, 
was preſented to the Houſe and read; ſetting forth, 
that the petitioners are reſident in the city of Limerick 
and vicinity thereof, and that many of them have 
within theſe few years expended conſiderable ſums of 
money in building large and commodious ware-houſes 
for the reception of corn, being. induced thereto by the 
difterent acts of Parliament lately paſſed in this kingdom 
for the encouragement of tillage and the promotion of 
the export of corn; that laſt year there were exported 
from Limerick twenty-one thouſand fix hundred and 
ninety three barrels of wheat, twenty-four, thouſand 
nine hundred and fix barrels of oats, five hundred and 
twenty-ſix barrels of barley, five hundred and ſixty-eight 
. barrels of beans, one thouſand three hundred and ſixty 
M m hundred 
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hundred weight of flour, ſeven hundred and fourteen 
tons of oatmeal; that the petitioners ate convinced the 
export would have been much more conſiderable but 
for the very heavy charges which the toll-gatherers of 
Limerick charge upon all corn brought into the city 
and the ſuburbs thereof, whether ſuch corn be bought 
for exportation or for home-conſumption; that theſc 
charg'.3 are demanded for gateage, toil and weighing, 
even though the corn be not taken through the gates 
nor weighed in the market-houſe, and that in general 
they amount to above five-pence per ſtatute barrel on 
wheat, above two-pence per barrel on oats, above three- 
pence per barrel on barley, above two- pence halfpenny 


per bartel on 'beans, and ſometimes to conſiderablß 


more; that the petitioners apprehend it was the inten- 
tion of Parliament, when they granted premiums on 
the export of corn, that the corn fo exported ſhould be 
as free from. taxes of all kinds as poſſible, inaſmuch as 
they prevented the revenue officers from taking any fee

A bieden of Hugh Skeys, merchant, adminiſtrator 
of the late Abraham Skeys, deccaſed, was prefented to 
the Houle and read ; ſetting, forth, that the ſaid Abraham 
Skeys was ſeiſed and poſſeſſed of a houſe and concerns 
on the Batchelor's- walk, weſt corner of Batchelor's-lane, 


at the yearly rent of 45l. ſterling; that in the year 


1783 the commiſſioners- appointed by act of Parliament 
for making wide and convenient ſtreets in Dublin, 
cauſed ſaid concerns, with many others, to be valued, 
purſuant to a reſolution of the Houſe, for the purpoſe 


of opening a commodious avenue from Sackville- ſtreet 


to the intended new bridge, and for which concern the 
ſaid Abraham Skeys was awarded the ſum of 1169]. 
16s.; that in confequence of 'the ſaid valuation the late 
Abraham Skeys remained in daily expectation of ſaid 
commiſſioners taking his concerns off his hands and 
paying him the ſum awarded, and in January, 1789, 
did apply to ſaid board of commiſſioners ſo to do, but 
was informed by them, they had not any fund out of 
which they could pay him ſaid ſum awarded; that 


from the time ſaid valuation was had, the premiſes for 


the 
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the aforeſaid reaſon (and becauſe the commiſſioners are 
not empowered to reimburſe any expenſes for repairs) 
went gradually to decay, ſo that the faid Abraham 
Skeys was obliged to quit the ſame about. two years 
ſince, and take another concern at a very great expenſe, 
and the petitioner, as his executor, is now under rent 
and taxes for both premiſes ; that from the uncertainty 
what time the petitioner, or his late brother, would be 
required to give up the poſſeſſion of ſaid premiſes, and 
its being conſiderably out of repair, the petitioner is 
deprived of the power of ſetting the ſame, which he 
otherwiſe could have done to great advantage, and is 
now, and has been for ſome time paſt, paying the rent 
and taxes, amounting to near Gol. per annum, beſides 
the expenſe of a perſon to take care of the premiſes ; 

that the petitioner is fully ſatisfied of the upright in- 
tentions of the Honorable Board of Commiſſioners, who 
upon every application lamented their incapacity to do 
that juſtice the peculiar hardſhip of his caſe required 
and therefore praying relief.

A petition of Luke Heron was preſented to the 
Houſe and read ; ſetting forth, that the petitioner was 
poſſeſſed of an intareſi for life, with remainder to his 
children, in certain ground and houſes in Great Britain- 
ſtreet, near Cavendith-row, in the county of Dublin; 
that the commiſſioners appointed by act of Parliament 
for making wide and convenient ſtreets in Dublin di— 
reed a jury to value ſaid ground and houſes, with 
others, for the purpoſe of widening and improving the 
approach from Sackville- ſtreet to Rutland-ſquare and 
the public rooms; that the petitioner at the time ſaid 
valuation was had being abroad on the continent, never 
received any notice thereof, nor had the leaſt notion of 
ſuch intention in the commiſſioners, nor had the peti- 
tioner any agent to appear for him before ſaid jury ; that 
ſaid valuation was made in the ſummer ſeaſon, when 
the com miſſioners, under whoſe immediate direction this 
improvement has been carried on, were in the eountry, 
and was hurried through by the late law agent to ſaid 
comma.lioners ; under theſe circumſtances, and his caſe 
not being fully or fairly ſtated to the jury, petitioner 
humbly conceives the proceedings of ſaid jury, as to 
him, were materially founded in error ; that Mr. Henry 
Darley and others the moſt reſpectable builders, ſigned 
a certificate, that an eſtimate had been made by ſaid 
jury to the prejudice of the petitioner's property, as in 
the proportion of 20s. to 11, 14s. 13d. at leaſt, which 
certificate the petitioner gave to the Right Honorable 
Luke Gardiner (now Lord Mountioy) to Hy before ſaid 
commiſſioners; that as ſaid premiſes were ſituated in 
one ofthe mot i improving and valuable parts of Dav- 
lin, the encreaſed value on the expiration of the then 


exiſting leaſes was the object upon which his children 
(whoſe 
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(whoſe excluſive property it will 'be at the petitioner's 
demiſe) had founded their hopes, and not on the rents 
it had ſet for near twenty years paſt ; that the tenants 
proved on oath before the valuators each houſe to be 
worth 5ol. per annum, which was a profit rent to them 
(who derived under the petitioner) of 161. ſterling per 
annum for each houſe, and they were awarded an equi- 
valent ſum accordingly ; that the ſaid houſes have been 
pulled down, and the ground fold by the commititioners, 
and all the new buildings at the foot of Cavendiſh-row 
(now called Ralphſon's Rents) are partly ereded on the 
petitioner's ground; that ſaid concerns were ſet by the 
petitioner ſeveral years ſince for 69l. per annum, and at 
the time of valuing were proved to the jury well worth 
lool. a year, and the pctitioner humbly begs leave to 
ſtate that faid premiſes would continue to encreaſe in 
their value, fo that at the expiration of the ſubſiſting 
leafes ſaid property would be of ſtill conſiderably greater 
value than even at the time of eſtimate by the jury,

not received any conſideration ; that the foregoing ſtate- 
ment being facts which the petitioner can fairly prove if

the ſucceſs 'of the undertaking of the petitioners, that 
in the year 1766, upon ſome difficulties having occurred 
in regard to the mode of conducting the navigation, the 
itioners offered to give up the mill-race and weir, 
conſſructed at a very conſiderable expenſe, but after a 
minute inveſtigation, the late navigation board decided 
on the plan now carried into execution, making the 
weir of Slane a head level; that on the diſſolution of 
the late board the direction of this navigation was 
placed in the hands of the repreſentatives for the coun- 
ties of Meath and Louth, the towns of Drogheda, 
Navan and Trim, and the principal noblemen and 
gentlemen of the county of Meath, as by the annexed 
liſt; that no perſons or body of men are likely to benefit 
ſo conſiderably by the propoſed navigation to Trim as 
the petitioners, engaged as they are in this extenſive 
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undertaking, nor can any be ſo deeply intereſted in 
the preſervation of that navigation already eſtabliſhed 3 
but the petitioners beg leave to object to the clauſe 
in the bill now before the Houſe for veſting in the new 
ſubſcribers the direction of the old navigation, for the 
following reaſons : iti the firſt place, the petitioners | beg 
leave to obſerve that the preſent navigation in no ſhape 
interferes with the carrying on the-navigation.upwards
